STRATEGIC CRITERIA

The purpose of the embargo is to restrict the export of 
only those goods and technologies conforming with the three 
strategic criteria, provided they are such as to make a 
significant contribution to the military potential of 
proscribed destinations and thus have an adverse effect on the 
security of the member states. 


(a) Materials, equipment and technologies which are 
Gesigned specially or in peacetime used 
principally for the development, production or 
utilization of modern arms, ammunition or 
implements of war. 


(b) Materials and equipment incorporating unique 

technological know-how, the acquisition of which 
' by proscribed destinations may reasonably be 

expected to give significant direct assistance to 
the development and production in peacetime of 
modern arms, ammunition or implements of war, of 
their means of utilizaton or delivery, or of 
counter-measures to them. 


(c) Materials, equipment and technologies, of which 
proscribed destinations have a deficiency which 
may reasonably be expected to be critical in 
relation to the production in peacetime of modern 
arms, ammunition or implements of war, of their 
means Of utilization or delivery, or of 
counter-measures to them, and which they could 
not overcome within a reasonable period. 
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
